steady-going bankers who have no great pen-
chand lor trained racers or risky speculations,
wealthy and spotless widows, rearing young
sons and belonging to good old families, child-
less husbands and wives who bave grown old
together, und, siter the one disappointment of
thelr lives, learned to care vory little for plea.
pures outside the solidly magnoificent sue ol
rooms which constitute their homo—those are
the kind ot people who for many s year have con
ferred infinite respectability upon Beltar Place
The sidewalks are of brosd clesn flag-stone
the houser, bullt ull of one patteru, are lnvaria
bly of brick ; the psvement—one of the fow tha
are laid with cobble stenesa=is intersticed with
tufts of grass; no stage or car starts echoe
there; and the private carringes that stop a
solemn doors are driven by serious-looking
grooms, Those who let rooms ineyitably belong
to gentee! fumthios, sud with regard to those who
rent them, the *“*best of recommeudntions” ar
required. In fact, 1t is a strect scundal might
roam through, tryiog to souff up tit-bits in, 1o
vain. The moral gloom of the place forblds you
$o believe that erim. con. and all the spicler
frailtics of human uature could ever enter theres
but perhaps & secret murder may have been
slowly consummated in one of those dim ram-
bling rooms, aud the three dull brick-and-
browustone blocks are In & transition state
which will lead them, o alter years, to be
spoken ol as huunted,

Imaeine, then, the moral thunder-shock
which bas just been given to that grim neigh-
borhood by the elawrcissement which commenced
one hour alter last Sunday midoight, What
has since come to light revesls that several
months ggo a fair-faced and faxen-haired foupe
foniste, one of the best of the class of New York
Bohemiaus, muanaged by his perfect manners
and quiet inslnopating mode of speech (for he
gave no references) to obtain & front room on
the third or uppermost story of one of the most
respectable of those very respectable honses,
Equally as ipsinusting and pleasant man
nered, however (for she likewise gaye
no refercnces), must have been the
young muarried lady who a few days
previously huad taken the back room imme
diately opposite, these two roows being the
only ones on the ujpermost floor. Three

most frenzied moments she had had the pluck
to keep out of his rénch under lock nnd koy
With this very respeciable sum obtained, she
gecretly left the home he bad made wretched
for her, and took that modest roum In Bellair
Place, under un assumed name.

lonely spot, and thers indueced her to take an
apprrently Innocuous drink, but which almost
irstantly reduced ber to a state of insensibility.
Whilst in this forlorn condition, the woman
Bardwell is charged with having stripped the
young girl of every article of clothing, and then
to have leis her to her fate. Fortunately, and
sorprisingly, considering the place where this
ovtruge was perpetrated, no worse fate befel
the harmless little Hattle than that of bewng
found by some Ssmaritap-hearled men, who
called & physiolan and assisted him 1o restore
her to conseciousness, The young girl, with
perplexed emo'ions of distress and shame, gave
ae distinet an account as she was able of all that
she remembered, ‘lhe woman Bardwell was
immedistely arrested, and arraigned befors
Justice Hogan, of the Tombs, who referred the

ofl,” as they drugged him towards the sugar-
house, that overlooks the canal, The fact of
